19. The Jury shall select the award winners and give its 
report to the Government of India. 

20. The Jury will have the discretion to recommend that 
no award shall be given, if the book/articles/ reviews 
entered do not come up to the required standard. 

21. The Government of India, after taking into account the 
number of books/articles entered in a particular 
language, may at its discretion, constitute small regional 
panels for that particular language to recommend 
books/articles, which can then be adjudged by the 
National Book Jury. 

GENERAL: 

22. The freight / postal charges for the entries will be borne 
by the entrants. 

23. The decision of the Government of India in respect of 
matters not covered by these regulations shall be final. 

24. A person submitting an entry for the award shall be 
deemed to have accepted these regulations.

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INDIAN PANORAMA - 2003 
REGULATIONS 
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1. SHORT TITLE 

These regulations may be called the Indian Panorama 
Regulations and shall come into force with immediate 
effect. 

2. DEFINITIONS 

In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 
refers, 

(a) “Board” means the Central Board of Film 
certification. 

(b) “Directorate” means the Directorate of Film 
Festivals, Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting. 

(c) “Panorama” means the Indian Panorama 
Section of the International Film Festival of 
India. “Indian Panorama” means the group of 
films selected in terms of the provisions given 
in these regulations for participation in 
International Film Festivals. 

(d) “Producer” includes an individual producer, a 
production company. Government department 
or a Government recognized Institute that 
produces a Blm. 

(c) "Right Holder” means the owner of the negative 

who is authorized to order prints of 
cinematographic films on the laboratory for a 
particular Blm. 

3. AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 

The aim of the Indian Panorama, organised by the 
Directorate is to select feature and non-feature films 
of cinematic, thematic and aesthedc excellence, for 
the promotion of film art through the non-profit 
screening of these films in: 

(1) International Film Festivals in India and abroad 

(2) Indian Film Weeks held under Bilateral Cultural 
Exchange Programmes and Specialized Indian 
Film Festivals outside cultural exchange protocols. 

(3) Special Indim Panorama Festivals in India 

4. SECTIONS 

The Indian Panorama will have the following sections:- 

(1) Feature films, and 

(2) Non-feature films. 
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5. INDUN PANORAMA 

A maximum of 21 feature films and 21 Non-feature 
films, distinguished by cinematic, thematic and 
aesthetic excellence selected in accordance with the 
conditions and procedure laid down below will feature 
in the Indian Panorama. 

6. ELIGIBILITY CONDITIONS 

The following conditions must be fulfilled by all 
entries: 

6.1 The film .should be in any Indian language. 

6.2 The film should have been produced in India. In 
the case of co-productions involving a foreign 
entity, the following conditions should be 
fulfilled: 

6.2.1 At least one of the co-producers must be an 
Indian entity. 

6.2.2 The Indian entity should be registered in India 
or a citizen of India 

6.2.3 The title of the film should be registered ais an 
Indian film title. 

6.2.4 The Director should be an Indian national and 
the cast and technicians should be. 
predominantly Indian nationals. However, non¬ 
feature films directed by the foreign students of 
Film Institutes situated in India, will be eligible 
if their entries are sent through their respective 
Institutes. 

6.2.5 The negative should be available with the right 
holder in India to strike prints. 

6.2.6 The applicant should have the right for 
sanctioning participation of the film in festivals 
in India and abroad as an Indian entry as well as 
special expositions of Indian cinema organised 
by the DFF. 

6.3 It should have been certified by the Board 
between 1*' June 2002 and 31*‘ May 2003 

6.4 A film in 16mm, 35 mm or wider gauge, 
irrespective of its length and certified by the 
Board as a feature film or a featurette is eligible 
for the feature film section. 

6.5 A film in 16mm, 35 mm or wider gauge, 
irrespective of its length and certified by the 
Board as a Documentary/News reel/non-fiction/ 
Short Fiction is eligible for the non-feature film 
section. 

6.6 Any question whether a film is a feature film or 
non-feature film shall be decided by the Feature 
Film Selection panel and its decision shall be 
final. 
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6.7 A fUm produced by a Hhn Institute recognized 
by the Government of India is eligible for entry 
with or without a caisor certificate, fii case die 
film has no censor certificate, a specific 
certificate from die Ifead of die Organisation to 
die effect diat die film has been produced by die 
Institute during the period mentioned in 
Regulatum 6.3 must be sent altxig with die mtry 
form. 

6.8 Remakes of films that have already been 
included in the Indian Panorama in any of die 
previous years, dubbed versions and revised 
versions are not eligible for entry. 

6.9 Entries should preferably be subtided in English. 
\^fith effect from IP for 2(X)4, sub-titling will be 
mandatory. 

7. PROCEDURE FOR ENTERING FILMS 

7.1 The producer and /or right holder may apply on 
the prescribed entry forms (Form IP-I along with 
Forms IP-n, III and III-A along with a copy of 
the certificate issued by Central Board of Film 
Certification. 

7.2 Each entry form shall be accompanied by the 
material detailed below: 

(a) Thirty copies of the detailed synopsis of the film 
in English/Hindi. The synopsis should not be 
more than 4 pages on standard A-4/bond paper. 

(b) A copy of the English/Hindi translation die 
script. 

(c) Four photographs of the Director, on glossy 
paper 

(d) Bio-data of the Director 

(e) Ten copies of posters of the film 

(f) Six still photographs of scenes from the film 
(approx. 20 cms X 25 cms ) on glossy paper. 

(g) An affidavit by the applicant, duly verified, 
declaring that the information furnished in the 
entry form and other forms submitted is true to 
the ^$t of his/her knowledge, that the print and 
VHS copy of the film being submitted as 
required under clause 7.6 below, is the certified 
version and that the applicant has not made any 
change whatsoever after certificafion by the 
Board. 

7.3 Entries must be sent along with a non-refiiiidable 
fee of Rs. 2,000/- for feature films and Rs. 500/ 
- for non-feature films. The fee should be 
remitted through a crossed Demand Draft in 
favour ci the **Puy & Accounts Officer (Mi^ 
Secretariat), Ministry of Infonnation and 
Broadcasting’* payable at the State Bank of 
India, New DeHii.

7.6 The print of the film preferably along with a VHS 
copy, shall be submitted to the Incharge, Print 
Unit at the address mentioned above. (Telefax :

In case 10“* June 2003 is a holiday, the 
next working day will be treated as the last date 
for receipt of prints. 

7.7 In case of outstation entries, the print may be, 
preferably, air freighted with a separate 
intimation regarding consignment number and 
other details.

7.9 In case any of the requirements mentioned in 
this part of the Regulations are not complied with 
by the applicant, the entry is liable to be rejected 
summarily. 

8 . SELECTION OF INDIAN PANORAMA FILMS 

8 .1 The films for inclusion in the Indian Panorama 
shall be selected by two duly constituted juries, 
one for feature films and the other for non- 
Feature films. The Jury for Feature films shall 
comprise a Chairperson and not more than 24 
members, distinguished in the field of cinema, 
allied arts and humanities. The Jury for selection 
of non-feature films shall comprise a Chairperson 
and not more than 4 members distinguished in 
the field of cinema, allied arts and humanities. 
The Juries for selection of Indian Panorama and 
deciding the National Film Awards shall be 
common. 

8.2 The Chairman of the feature film jury may 
constitute a maximum of six panels from 
amongst the members of the jury. Each Panel 
will recommend not more than 25% of the films 
viewed by it for combined viewing by the full 
jury. 

8.3 The jury shall have the right to recall not more 
than such percentage of the total number of 
entries received as has been decided by the jury 
before the screening of films for the panels start. 
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"S.q Any person directly or indirectly associated with 

any. of the entries shall not be eligible to serve ^ 
on any of the selection panels. Any person who 
is related either by blo^ or marriage to any of 
those whose woric is to be adjudged shall not 
also be eligible to serve on the jury. 

8.5 The Director of the Directorate and/or his^r 
nominee may be present at the time of the 
deliberations of the panels only to provide 
information/clarifications if any, required by the 
panels regarding the entries. They shall not 
participate in any of the deliberations. 

8.6 The decision of the juries shall be final and no 
appeal or correspondence regarding their 
d^ision shall be entertained. 

8.7 The films selected for the 50* National Film 
Award for the Best Feature Film and Best non- 
Feature Film will also be included in the Indian 
Panorama. 

9. ACQUISITION OF PRINTS OF FILMS 
SELECTED FOR THE INDIAN PANORAMA 

9.1 In case a film is selected for d^ Indian Panorama, 
the Directorate will have the right to buy, on 
behalf of the Government of In^a, Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, oite or more prints 
thereof, at a cost not exceeding the actual price 
of the raw material and processing charges.

11.1 IndianPanoramafilins will initially be screened 
at the Indian Panorama Section of the 
Intsmatimial Him Festival of India, provided diat 
no claim of any kind would lie against die 
Directorate for t^ir inability to show a film due 
to technical or any ofii^ reasons. 

11.2 Films from the Indian Panorama will be used
